In the election requirement dated March 21, 2005, the Examiner required an election 
between Species I (claims 1-15, 43, and 44) and Species II (claims 16-32, 40-42, and 45-47), 
wherein claims 33-39 and 48-58 were held by the Examiner to be generic. 

Applicant hereby elects the claims of Species I, with traverse. Specifically, it is 
submitted that claims 38 and 39 are not generic. Rather, these claims should be included within 
Species I. Nevertheless, as a result of this election, claims 1-15, 33-39, 43, and 44 are hereby 
submitted for further consideration. 

As noted by the Examiner, upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be 
entitled to consideration of claims to not more than two species in addition to the elected species, 
provided that all claims to each additional species are written in dependent form or otherwise 
include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .146. Applicant's 
election is made without prejudice. 
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An action on the merits of all the claims and a Notice of Allowance thereof are 
respectfully requested.
